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The Discrimination of Jim Crow Cars. 


(From S. IV. C , Advocate) 

The separate car is wrong in prin¬ 
ciple. It shows strong staying qual¬ 
ities, however, and it is quite evident 
that it is here to stay for some time 
to come. During the years of its 
existence it has worked untold 
hardship, injustice, inconvience and 
discomfiture upon the colored trav¬ 
eling public, and, unless something 
is done, we must endure yet for 
years to come (for the end is not 
in sight), discrimination that is 
almost intolerable. Of all the sep¬ 
arate legislation in the South, 
nothing grinds so intensely and is 
so unbearable as the conditions 
that we must endure on account of 
the separate car law. Dr. J. H. 
Diliard 7 of the Jeanes Fund Board, 
says: “If I were a colored man, 
the ‘Jim Crow’ cars alone would 
drive me out of the South.” 

The law in every State providing 
for separate cars, requires equal 
accommodation for both races. It 
is not equal, except, perhaps in the 
matter of schedule. The Negro 
traveling public get there about 
the same time, but bedraggled, sore, 
weary, hungry and half dead. There 
is nothing like equal accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Here are some of the points of 
discrimination: 

Old style cars: 

Often cars of frame structure, 
worn and dilapidated, are furnished 
the Negro passengers, while modern, 
steel cars are furnished for the white 
passengers. But more, these frame 
cars are often sandwiched between 
a steel baggage or mail car and a 
steel passenger car for the whites, 
increasing the risk upon life and 
limb of Negro passengers. 


Difference in cleaning of cars: 

The colored coach is seldom cared 
for as the white coach. 

Lack of adequate accommodation: 

Lack of accommodation for meals. 

Practically no accommodation for 
those desiring berths. 

Often the car for colored people 
is the cut-off end of the car which is 
used as a smoker by the whites. 
White men pass to and fro through 
the colored coach smoking, with 
utter disregard of the rights of the 
colored passengers. 

The news-butcher often occupies 
a portion of the colored car. 

The porter uses it as a storeroom 
for his furnishings. 

The conductor uses it to make his 
report, spreading his tickets out, 
at times occupying two full seats 
(room for four passengers), and in 
his social moments, will have other 
white railroad men or white pas¬ 
sengers with him. 

The separate car places the col¬ 
ored passengers at the mercy of the 
whites, who utterly disregard the 
rights of the Negro as a passenger. 

Added to these objections is a 
lack of toilets—usually there is only 
one for men and women. 

The railroad uses the colored 
coach for the transportation of its 
section crews. That forces upon 
the colored passengers men in their 
working clothes, men of a low type 
—loud-mouthed and drinking—ut¬ 
terly without self-respect, and with¬ 
out respect for others. Not only 
do they occupy the coach with 
first-class Negro passengers, but 
they use this car for transportation 
of their working tools. 

First-class tickets are sold to 
Negroes when they are forced to 


ride with the second-class passengers 
of their own race. The white pas¬ 
sengers are able to shun the dis¬ 
agreeable element of their race by 
taking Pullman accommodations, or 
the disagreeable whites will be 
seated in the smoker. 

As a rule there is no smoker for 
Negroes and they are huddled to¬ 
gether, without the least regard for 
the Negro of culture and refine¬ 
ment.

LITTLE STORIES OF SUCCESS 
(Number 2) 


Robert—The Baker Man 


Have you ever been to Boley? 
If you have not you have, of course, 
heard of this properous town in 
Oklahoma. It has some three 
thousand inhabitants, all Negroes. 
This, an up-to-date town. It has 
banks, first-class dry-goods stores, 
groceries, cotton gins, steam laun¬ 
dries, bottling works, paved side 
walks, electric lights and a telephone 
system. It is on a main line of a 
railroad. The ticket agent, tele- 
grpah operator and other persons 
connected with the business of the 
railroad in Boley are colored. 

It has often been said that no 
considerable number of Negroes 
could live together without disorder 
strife and lawlessness. Bowley is 
a refutation of this slander. It is 
the universal testimony of the white 
traveling salesmen that Boley is 
one of the most orderly towns in 
Oklahoma. In fact, the town lias 
no need for constable and police 
officers. 

One of the reasons why Boley is 
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such an orderly, prosperous town 
is because of the character of the 
people who have settled there. 
Caughey W. Roberts, the subject of 
this sketch, is a fine example of the 
class of people who are making 
Boley famous, and demonstrating 
to the world that Negroes can 
build up a prosperous, orderly 
community. Roberts runs the 
leading bakery in the town. He is 
up to date in the conducting of his 
business, and is one of the most 
progressive business men in that 
progressive town. The net profits 
from his business amounts to from 
$1200 to $1500 annually. In ad¬ 
dition to doing what he can to make 
his business a success, he is also 
actively engaged in church and 
Sunday-school work, and in other 
activities which make for moral 
uplift of the community. 

Roberts attributes much of his 
success to the hustling spirit of 
work and of thoroughness which he 
acquired while a student at Tuske- 
gee Institute. In doing what he 
can for the general improvement of 
the community, he says that he is 
only carrying out the “Tuskegee 
idea.” His home was originally at 
Valdosta, Ga., but after his gradua¬ 
tion in 1906 he followed Horace 
Greeley’s advice and went west to 
grow up with the country. 

Although he has been in business 
but a few years, he has accumulated 
considerable property in Boley, 
Taft, Clearview, and other Okla¬ 
homa towns. The success of Rob¬ 
erts in the bakery business is an 
example of what can be done along 
this line in all parts of the South. 
In this field Negroes have an op¬ 
portunity much greater than they 
had in the field of catering twenty 
to fifty years ago in Northern 
States. As long as there are people 
in the world, just so long must they 
be fed. There will always be a 
demand for bakeries. In the South 
in the next few years there is going 
to be a greater demand than ever 
for them. Here is the opportunity 
for him who will take advantage of 
it. 

Caughey W. Roberts success in 
the bakery business also demon¬ 
strates the value of learning one of 


the many trades which are taught 
at Tuskegee Institute. If he had 
not learned a trade he might now, 
instead of having a business net¬ 
ting him from $1200 to $1500 a 
year, be a day laborer earning only 
$300 or $400 a year. 


DR. DUVALL ALRIGHT 


The Trustees of the National 
Industrial Orphan’s home held an 
important meeting at 7 he Liberator 
office on the 12th. The president’s 
report showed the school to be in 
excellent condition. The affairs of 
the institution have been investi¬ 
gated by a committee from the 
Juvenile Court of San Bernardino 
County. After visiting Land Fair 
and Pasadena the committee made a 
flattering report as to the condition 
of the children and the institution. 
The institution is in need of $200 
to meet current expenses. 

The ways and means of securing 
a permanent home for the institu¬ 
tion were discussed at considerable 
length, there being a number of 
propositions under consideration. 
The outlook for the institution is 
exceedingly bright. Confidence in 
Dr. Duvall, the president, is grow¬ 
ing at a healthy rate, and it is only 
a matter of time before the institu¬ 
tion will be placed upon a solid 
foundation. Nothing has so in¬ 
spired confidence in the institution 
as the recent investigation. The 
attempt in certain quarters to put 
Duvall in bad has failed signally.

THE GRIM REAPER BUSY 


During the present summer the 
grim Reaper has been unusually 
active. Among the many who have 
crossed the Great Divide were 
Father Green, the pioneer A. M. E. 
Church builder of this State. He 
served the A. M. E. churches as 
pastor in this State more than 50 
years, and as a church builder he 
was a record-breaker. His time 
was spent not in amassing a fortune, 
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but in building churches and doing 
what he could for the spread of the 
Gospel of Peace. As the result of 
his unselfish devotion to his church, 
old age found him poor in this 
world’s goods, and the great church 
for which he had labored was pen¬ 
urious in supplying his everyday 
needs. Like a wounded soldier he 
seemed to have been very largely 
forgotten by his victorious comrades 
as they rushed forward in persuit of 
booty. His worn-out remains were 
laid away in a fine casket, the 
funeral services being in charge of 
the Smith-Williams Undertaking 
establishment. In recognition of 
his long services to humanity, the 
firm contributed their services free, 
the church paying only the actual 
cost. 

While his strength lasted Father 
Green read the Liberator for many 
years, his subscription being paid 
by a number of white persons 
here who each year contributed 
money to have the paper sent free 
to the aged colored men and women 
of the city. 

The next to be called from labor 
to reward was Rev. J. W. Gooch, 
who died recently at the Furlong 
Home Tract. He was compara¬ 
tively a young man, being 49 years 
of age. He, too, was a church 
builder and an unselfish worker for 
the advancement of his race. He 
was so busy doing the needful 
things around him that he was sel¬ 
dom in the lime light. In the 
midst of his labors for the advance¬ 
ment of those around him he was 
called from labor to rest. The 
Liberator had no better friend or 
supporter. 

Mr. D. C. Craig, a Christian 
worker, also a citizen of the Fur¬ 
long Home Tract, who was identi¬ 
fied with every good work for the 
betterment of society, joined his 
friend, Rev. Gooch on the Farther 
Shore but a few days later. These 
were strong men, devoted Chris¬ 
tians and faithful friends. In the 
death of Mr. Craig The Liberator 
loses a warm supporter. 

After a long illness Mrs. Dora 
Hough, beloved wife of Mr. M. 
E. Hough, died Sunday, August 
10th. She was a consistent Chris¬ 


tian and a much-loved member of 
Wesley M. E. Church. She fol¬ 
lowed her son, a young man who 
died but a few weeks previous. 
Her funeral, which took place at 
Wesley M. E. Church on the 12th 
was largely attended by sorrowing 
friends. Besides many friends, she 
leaves a husband and daughter to 
mourn her loss.
